Above are excerpts of an address which Sol 


Levitan. Madison banker, has been delivering 
•to farmers, as reported by Chester C. Platt, 
editor of The Wisconsin Leader, the Non-par- 
tisan newspaper organ of Wisconsin. The ad- 
dress of Mr. Levitan is well worth reading. In 
it he seems to aim to let farmers know some 
things which he has found out in a long life of 
active business. His is a friendly message, from 
one who knows, to again quote, that "to tell the 
farmers that dismal days arc upon them when 
it. doesn't pay to milk the cows, when it doesn't 
pay to take hides to market, when it doesn't pay 
1o plant the potatoes" is "like slapping a man on 


- Jus sunburnt, back". Whether his comment is 


part of the campaign, recently announced, "to 
fully establish the Non-partisan league in Wis- 
consin," one can not say, but if it is, one must 
feel that Mr. Levitan discounts much that has 
Obeen done and wants the league to proceed up- 
on more practical lines. As a banker and mer- 
chant, closely in touch with -the channels of 
^vorld information, he is in a position to give 
sound advice. 


For instance, Mr. Levitan makes it plain 


Ithat in his opinion there arc no legislative pana- 
jceas for the farmer. 
By advising them to do 


many things for themselves, he indicates that in 
!his judgment a farmers' movement should not 
he purely political. If it is to succeed it must 
(begin with the study of how farmers can im- 
iprovc their own conditions by individual effort 
.and by co-operation. 
From such studies they 


.can find what they can do themselves, and what 
legislation will help them, as distinguished from 
rthe political flub-dub that promises to milk the 
KXWS by statutory enactment. He realizes the 
impracticability of farmers engaging in other 
Dines of business. He wants each community to 
[build up its own village, to support its merchants 
^ind banks and win support from them, and to 
:make it so attractive that farm -wives will be 
•nappy and farm boys'contented to stay on the 
Tfann. Evidently he wants the farmers to de- 
'velop through a single organization the prac- 
tical features of the Farm bureaus, the Equity 
and the Nonpartisan I "-ague, and 
to • discard 


such impractical features as they possess. He 
'knows that the farm movement failed in North 
Dakota for the same reason that the bolshcvist 
movement failed in Russia—because each went 
far outside the scope of the competence and 
especial knowledge of'its members, undertook 
to set up group instead of general standards, and 
attempted things foreign to their training and 
damaging to their interests. Nor does he over- 
look the perils to be encountered when the 
farmers lose sight of their own specific inter- 
ests and problems in the excitement of purely 
political enterprises of which the major benefi- 
ciaries, if indeed not the. profiteers, arc politi- 
cians who fatten on farmer voles. 


Mr. Levitan might well have added that if 


the farmers will join in a single, practical or- 
ganization capable of understanding what they 
can do for themselves and what legislation they 
actually require, they need not waste their time 
and substance in political organization for the 
reason that, united, they can get what they need 


from whatever party is in power. For surely 
no administration would be so stupid as to re- 
ject reasonable demands backed by the solid 
farmer vote of the country. As Mr. Levitan 
says, it is the division of the farmers into rival 
organizations that defeats them. He truly says 
that what they need is "a good dose of organi- 
zation", and this might be better understood had 
lie added that what will injure them most is a 
dose of bad organization, as for instance, the 
plight of North Dakota. 


Pioneering 


A GROUP of men representative of those re- 
** sponsible for educational matters in Wis- 
consin are planning to get together once each 
month in the interest of education. The names 
mentioned xfor participation are President E. A. 
Birgc and Prof. V. A. C. Henmon of the State 
University; Major E. A. Fitzpatrick and Will- 
iam Kittle, respectively, secretary of the slate 
board of education and the state board of nor- 
mal regents; State Supt. ,1. M, Callahan and C. 
J. Anderson, his assistant, and George P. Ham- 
brccht, director of vocational education. It is 
proposed that they shall "exchange experiences 
and plans in the interest of a harmonious, co- 
operative educational program for the state." 


This is indeed a wise proceeding. It is ap- 


parent to all thinking people that the price at 
which we maintain the benefits of our decentral- 
ized system of education is a very definite lossj 
of unity of purpose and action, and that this car-j 
lies with it a loss of initiative in the formulation! 
of policies and their promulgation with the back-j 
ing which becomes effective only with authority 
or substantial unanimity. Loose organization 
always means a tendency to drift; things may be 
dreamed about, chatted about, even written 
about tentatively to sec- if lightning will strike, 
but great "movements require more definite 
sources and for inspiration there must be the 
means and promise of success. 


The proposed'organization is voluntary, and 


lacks legal authority, but if it-shall serve to bring 
into active and interested communion the best 
minds employed in the various branches and de- 
partments of education, looking to agreement 
upon methods and policies and to co-operation 
in their effectuation, we may eventually find 
here the missing initiative and unity, and per- 
haps the group's unofficial -efforts may so bring 
it to the attention and recognition of the state 
that out of it will come the institution of legal 
authority. The Tribune and Leader-Press re- 
gards the plan as one of the biggest public un- 
dertakings of the year.

"But when ie steps aside from the 


sphere of his duty and violates tCe 
law, he is amenable to the law the 
Kune as any other person. The scope 
of his -duty does not extend to brcalc-

"Whenever there is a -violation of 


the law perpetrated or threatened." 
Jnsticcjtfarshall continued, "it is com- 
petent for the courts to apply a re- 
medy.
